Think how amazed Robert Louis 
Stevenson, poet-essayist of the late 
nineteenth century, would be if he 
could see the modern

horse-drawn 
carri­ 
ages 
and 
carts 
were 
the 
vehi­ 
cles. 


“ When a roafl is once built,” he 
wrote, “ it is a strange thing how 
it collects traffic, how every year 
as it goes on, more and more peo­ 
ple are found to ride thereon, and 
others are raised up to repair and 
perpetuate it, and keep it alive.” 
The ever expanding number of 
words to describe roads would be 
another 
source 
of 
surprise 
for 
Stevenson. Even the newest dic­ 
tionary does not contain all the 
words that picture our roads.
